COMBINE CHARGED 
TO RESTRAIN TRADE 


Collusion in Buying Al- 
leged by, Trade Board. 
Acc Packers Say 
Charges Are False and 
Unfair. 


Washington, December 2.—The 
federal trade commission in a sup- 
plemental report submitted to con- 
gress today charged the five big 
meat-packing companies of the 
country with a combination in re- 
Btraint of trade, and with controll- 
ing the gale of live stock and meats. 

Evidence is cited at length to sup- 
potr the charges. Swift & Co., Ar- 
mour & Co. Morris & Co., Wilson 
Company, Inc. and the Cudahy 
Packing company are named. 

Collusion in buying, the report 
said, is in Operation in all principal 
markets. 

“The buyers begin buying at the 
Bame time,” the report stated. “If 
one holds off the market, all hold 
off. So strong is the influence of 
the big packers buying that the 
market is not ‘made’ until their buy- 
ers begin bidding. 

Centralized Buying System. 


“There exists, therefore, for each 
of the big packers ‘a centralized 


buying system so simply contrived 
a@nd organized that it controls the 
emallest details of live stock pur- 


can be set jaom@bion and directed 
by a single word. Only a few men 
in each company need know that 
there is an agreement or under- 
standing.” 

The report said the “big five” 
Jointly employ men at markets to 
mather market conditions and thus 
check each other’s operations 

Analyzing conditions at various 
markets, the report said that at St. 
Joseph, Mo., Swift, Armour and Mor- 
tris operate yards controlled by 
Swift. 

“At times,” it Was stated, “Swift 
had difficulty in getting Armour 
and Morris to support the market, 

“Swift & Co. controlled at St. 
Paul, but now Armour has a share 
of the live stock receipts there.” 

“At Omaha and Sioux City, the 
report declared, ‘“‘the Cudahy and 
Armour plants are the largest, and 
Swift has recently acquired a small 
independent plant at Sioux City. 


“At this market (Sioux City) the 
@rrangement is for Cudahy to buy 
‘just as many hogs as Armour 
buys,’” the report declared. “The 
fifty-fifty division of hogs at Sioux 
City is of long standing,” the re- 
port added, quoting messages from 
= A. Cudahy to Manager M. R. Mur- 
phy. 

“At Omaha,” the commission said, 
“the division of hog purchases for 
many years was on the following 
arbitrary percentages: Armour, 30; 


chases at each of the markets andj 


Cudahy, 30; Swift, 25; Morris, 15.” 
The commission said Wilson & | 
Co. in 1917 tried to establish a | 
“right” to buy at Omaha, but was 
rebuffed by Arthur Meeker, of Ar- 
mour & Co. 

Fifty-Fifty Markets. 

Oklahoma City, Fort Worth and 
Denver, the report stated, all are 
“fifty-fifty’” markets. 

That is, it was stated, “there are 
Only two big packers operating at 
eac of these markets and each 
packer is expected to purchase an 
equal amount of live stock. At 
Oklahoma City, Morris & Co. and 
Wilson & Co. control the stockyards 
and buy practically an equal num- 
ber of animals. 

“At Fort Worth and Denver, Ar 
mour & Co. and Swift & Co. ar 
the only big packers. The stock- 
yards and allied facilities are joint- 
y controlled. Therefore, both must 
support the market alike.” 

Detailed statements of respective 
live stock purchases at‘the various 
markets were appended by the com- 
mission in support of its charge that 
agreements exist. 

“Tt is obvious,” the report con- 
tinued, “that the live stock pool is 
not only an automatic regulator of 
the business of each company, but 
also secures substantial uniformity of 
prices. With each packer purchas- 
ing only a certain percentage on the 
hoof each is beund to have relative- 
ly the same proportion of meat for 
sale. Thus the competitive chance 
that any one of the packers will 
flood the market. . . ts eliminated. 
The live stock poo], therefore, is an 
effective ‘method of accomplishing 
almost the same results of the Veed- 
€r pool system so far as the sale 
of dressed meats is concerned.” 

The commission also declared 
there is “proof that the big packers 
take advantage of live stock pur- 
chasers and sellers,” and added: 

“The shipper who refuses to ac- 
cept the price offered at first mar- 
ket had a chance to sell his live 
stock on its merits to small pack- 
ers, buyers and traders, but . 
the chance is slight.

Alderman Harvey Hatcher, chair- 
man of the finance comnitte:, op- 
posed the salary raises on the 
ground that the city would not have 
the money with which to meet them 
next year.

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PEAGE TREATY 
TO NEW SENATE 


Many Members Expect 
Special Session of 66th 
Congress—Action Is 
Planned on Colombia 
Treaty at This Session. 


Washington, ~Pecember 2.—The 
sixty-fifth congress began its third 
and final session today with many 
important matters before it. These 
include solution of the _ railroad 
problem, the army and navy pro- 
grams, reconstruction legislation, 
retrenchment on government expeén- 
ditures, war revenue legislation, 
woman suffrage and the Colombian 
treaty. 

In view of President Wilson's 
statement in his annual address to 
congress today that he does not ex- 
pect conclusion of peace until spring, 
leaders tonight expressed doubt 
whether the present senate, which 
expires by limitation next March 3, 
would be called upon to act on the 
peace treaty. 

Chairman Hitchcock, of the sen- 
ate foreign relations committee, 


said he expected séveral treaties 
would result from the Paris confer- 
ence—a general treaty ending the 
war, but with specific, separate 
treaties dealing with important 
matters like freedom of the seas 
and.a league of nations. 

While the peace negotiations are 
proceeding extended debate in the 


senate on all phases of the questions. 


involved is expected by leaders. 
Senator Hitchcock explained tonight 
that in this way the senate’s views 
can be given to the conference. 
Special Session Expected. 


Many members of both senate and 
house do not believe all of the busi- 
ness now before congress can be 
transacted before the session ends, 
March 3’. If such should prove the 
case they expect a special session 
of the sixty-sixth congress will be 
called by the president. The repub- 
licans will have a majority in both 
houses of that congress. 

The first general legislation to 
come up at this session will be the 
revenue Dill, which the senate fi- 
nance committee plans to report 
Thursday. Republican members 
probably will file a minority report 
opposing the plan to fix 1920 taxes 


,and a fight in the senate and house, 


which many members believe will 
prevent passage of the measure jin 
its present form, is forecast. 

Work on thé major appropriation 
bills, including the navy measure, 
already is under way in committees, 
but none of them is expected to be 
ready for report to the house be- 
fore the Christmas Tecess, as the 
committees intend to scrutinize all 
provisions and pare down expenses 
wherever possible. 

Immediate steps are planned by 
senate and house leaders to deal 
railroad Jegislation, probably 
investigation

Colombia and Panama Canal. 

Action on the Colombian treaty, 
growing out of the Panama canal 
controversy, is planned at this ses- 
sion.

_ London, December 2.—The Morn- 
ing Post, commenting on the for- 
mer German emperor's belated abdi- 
cation, says: 

“It is possible that the document 
purporting to be the formal abdi- 
cation of the German emperor is 
genuine, and it is equally 
that it is nothing of the kind. In 
either case the instrument contains 
no word concerning the succession 
or the dynasty, nor is it counter- 
signed by any. responsible official. 
“If, however, by virtue of this 
paper William II. has, in fact, ab- 
dicated the throne of Prussia and 
the overlordship of Germany, he has 
een staying in a neutral country 
under false pretenses. His 
tion was formally announced bv 
What was the German government 
when he fled into Holland; so that 
his condition in that country was 
ostensibly the condition of a pri- 
vate person. It now appears that 
he was really king and 
emperor until Friday last. In that 
case the hospitality of Holland has 
been abused,

The decision was prepared 
by Judge William Morrow, of San 
Francisco, who heard the arguments 
in the case, and was received at 
Tucson today for filing. 

Judge Morrow sustained the de- 
murrer of the defendants on the 
ground that the acts charged in tite 
indictment did not constitute an of- 
fense under federal law and that 
any proceedings in the case should 
be brought in the state courts. 

The government, represented by 
William C. Fitts, special assistant 
to the attorney general, had con- 
tended that the deportations came 
wtihin the scope of the old “Force 
a reconstruction measure en- 
acted after the civil war, but Judge 
Morrow held that this law was not 
applicable to the Bisbee case.

May Be Submitted. 


By Frank H. Simonds, 

New York, December 2.—(spe- 
cial.)—It would be impossible to as- 
sert that in his address to congress 
yesterday President Wilson in any 
slightest degree increased the sum 
of the nation’s Knowledge of his 
plans and purposes in his European 
journey. He left congress and the 
country where they were before he 
spoke—with one inevitable conse- 
quence. In the peace congress 
America will be represented by the 
president, but neither the president 


nor his associates can speak for 
America with any evidence, public 
or personal, that the country or 


congress agrees with the views ex- 
pressed. 

Mr. Wilson is going to Versalles 
to express his own views as to peace 
terms. These views in the broadest 
and vaguest possible terms have 
been set forth in the vanious ad- 
dresses of Mr. Wilson on and after 
January 8 But in no address has 
he made clear’ what he means ex- 
actly with respect of any controver- 
sial point. Our associates have re- 
jected his statement of the “freedom 
of the seas.” Our British friends 
have clearly deanonstrated that in 
this matter, Vital to them, they will 
necessarily consult their own inter- 
ests, which are matters of life and 
death for them. The British colo- 
nies have publicly affirmed their de- 
termination not to return German 
colonies, conquered by their arms, 
after having served as bases for 
attack. 

Wilson’s Purposes Not Known, 

We do not know what Mr. Wil- 
son means to demand of Great 
Britain, either concerning her own 
naval power or her policy with re-/ 
gard to German colonies. We only: 
know that those organs and those 
correspondents who speak with ap- 
parent Knowledge of Mr. Wilson's 
own views are the most outspoken! 
in championship of ideas antago-| 
nistic to British and colonial inter-|

ests. 

Mr. Wilson goes to Europe to 
champion the formation of a league 
of nations, but there has been no 
American indorsement of this idea. 
We know he regards it as more im- 
portant than all else to be decided 
at Versailles. His friends have sug- 
gested that all else must be subordi- 
nated and sacrificed to it. But there 
is no American warrant for such a 
policy, either by congressional reso- 
lution or common agreement ex- 
pressed by the press and the public.

Washington, December 2,—A reg- 
ular army of approximately half a 
million men is provided for specif- 
ically in estimates submitted to con- 
gress today for the fiscal year 1920, 
beginning next July 1. Detailed 
items on the pay of the army show 
that in the total of $1,932,000,000 
asked for, exclusive of the fortifica- 
tion estimates, provision is made 
for the payment of only 21,259 of- 
ficers and 382,667 men of the line 
and approximately 130,000 noncom- 
batant troops with the requisite 
staff officers 

The inclusion in the estimates, 
however, of five items of pay with 
a nominal anpropriation of $100 
each asked, shows that the whole 
question of the strength of the army 
after the conclusion of peace has 
been deferred and that supplement- 
al estimates are to be expected un- 
der these headings whe nit is os- 
sible to resent a completed project. 
The items thus held in suspension 
are those providing for the pay of 
reserve and national guard offi- 
cers and men. 

Provisions for Big Fleet. 
The naval estimates are framed on

The com- 
mittee found nothing to justify fur- 
ther action by the senate. 

_No attempt was made in the ma- 
jority report, recently adopted by 
a committee vote of 9 to 2, to ana- 
lyze the charges or evidence in the 
case. Neither was any request 
who with

report. This is expected to official- 
ly close the incident. 

The report of Senator Dillingham 
follows: 

“The committee on privileges and 
elections to whom were referred 
the resolutions of the Minnesota 
commission of public safety peti- 
tioning the senate of the United 
States to institute proceedings lock- 
ing to the expulsion of Robert M. 
La Follette from the senate, as a 
teacher of disloyalty and sedition, 
Ziving aid and comfort to our ene- 
mies and hindering the conduct of 
the war, respectfully report that 
they have fully considered such 
recommendations and charges con- 
tained therein as well as the 
speech made by Senator La Follette 
at St. Paul, Minn., on the 20th of 
September, 1917, to which speech 
said resolution referred and upon 
which speech is based the petition 
contained therein. Having consid- 
ered the entire case as presented 
the committee recommends that the 
petition preferred by said Minneso- 
ta commission of public safety be 
dismissed for the reason that the 
speech in question does rot justify 
further action by the senate.” 

A slight change in Senator Dil- 
lingham’s report, made after its in- 
troduction at the request of sena- 
tors joining in the recommenda- 
tions. Justead of finding that no 
“further” action in the case was 
necessary, as revised, the report de- 
clares that Senator La _ Follette’s 
speech does not justify “any” ac- 
tion by the senate. 

A formal resolution embodying 
the majority recommendations also 
was appended to the report and the 
motion for its adoption, senators ex- 
plain, might furnish the vehicle for 
debate.

CONGRESS COMMITTEE 


T0 STUDY RAILROADS 


Washington, December 2.—Creéa- 
tion of a joint congressional com- 
mittee, consisting of members of 
both houses, to inquire into the rail- 
road situation, soon will be sought, 
it was said today, after President 
Vilson had advocated this plan in 
his address before congress. This 
committee would call railway exec- 
utives, labor leaders, financial rep- 
resentatives, officials of the rail- 
road administration and members of 
the interstate commerce commis- 
sion to give their views as to the 
best policies for future manage- 
ment of the rail lines. The commit. 
tees then would attempt to formu- 
late a plan for some sort of unified 
control and common management, 
which most students of railroad 
matters are said to advocate, re- 
gardess of whether the government 
retains or relinquishes its present 
control, 

The need for haste in this pro- 
gram was explained today by the 
president, and emphasized by rail- 
road administration officials, who 
admitted they anticipated difficulty 
in carrying out plans for acquir- 
ing new equipment, distributing it 
among roads, and making extensive 
improvements contemplated for next 
year, without stretching the gov- 
ernment’s war powers beyond the 
point where railroad companies are 
Willing to co-operate, 


Much Data Avalilable. 

Any congressional 
which might be created would vir- 
tually take up the work of the old 
committee, headed by the late Sen- 
ator Newlands, which conducted 
an inquiry into the condition of rail 
roads before they were taken over 
by the government. The interstate 
commerce commission has gathered 
considerable information on railroad 
matters during the months of fed- 
eral management, which would be 
available. 

Congressional leaders, including 
chairmen of the senate and house 
interstate commerce committees, said 
tonight that the line of action yet 
is undetermined. Several, however, 
believed that a joint congressional] 
inquiry, either by a joint commit- 
tee or by the existing body, will 
begin soon. Democratic leaders ex- 
pressed hope that legislation will 
be possible during the present ses« 
sion, but some republican members 
said it was doubtful if so important 
and debatable a question could be 
decisively settled during the con- 
gestion of the short session. 


Prominence of the railroad ques- ' 


tion in the minds of congressmen 
was evinced by many statements 
on the subject issued after the pres- 
ident’s address. Chairman Smith, of 
the senate irterstate commerce com- 
mittee, predicting that “a modified 
and perhaps radically modified plan 
of private control would result.” He 
gave no details of his views. 


Immediate Study Urged. 


Senator Kellogg, of Minnesota, re- : 


publican, urged immediate congres- 
sional study of the question and 
strong government control regulat- 
ing issues of securities and control 
over service. He opposed releasing 
of the railroads and return to old 
conditions without further legisla- 
tion. 

Senator Watson, of Indiana, re- 
publican, said he believed the rail- 
roads should be “nationalized” un- 
der government control with pri- 
vate ownership, but operated by 
pooling as a unit under a common 
equipment zone plan. 

Immediate action by congress in 
dealing with the situation also was 
urged by Senator Cummins, of Iowa, 
republican, who agreed with the 
president that the railroads should 
not be returned under the old sys- 
tem. 

Senator Penrose, of Pennsylvania, 
republican, said the voice of con- 
gress and the people would be heard 
“in unmistakable terms, after the 
railroad committee has had full pow- 
er to investigate the orders and 
methods under which the railroad 
system of the cguntry has been 
nearly ruined and certainly de- 
moralized.” 

Government control “so as to pro- 
tect the public,” but with retention 
of private ownership, was predicted 
by Senator Sherman, of lilinois, re- 
publican. 


BRITAIN TO RETAIN | 
GERMANY’S COLONIES 


London, Decem*»er °.—Walter 
Hume Long, secretary of state for 
colonies, speaking at Bristol today, 
disclosed the fact that he was a 
member of the committee mention- 
ed by the premier on November 29 
to consider the terms that should 
be demanded from Germany. There- 
fore, he could emphasize that the 
empire need have no anxiety on the 
ground of undue tenderness on the 
part of Great Britain and the allies. 

He said that although he did not 
desire to enlarge the British em- 
pire, he saw no alternative to the 
solution of the problem of the Ger- 
man colonies save by their inclusion 
in the empire. Where the natives 
had been consulted they overwhelm- 


ingly favored that course, he said. . 


RESTRICTIONS LIFTED 
ON COTTON SHIPMENT 


Washington, December 2.—Re- 
strictions on the shipment of cot- 
ton from interior points for export 
will be removed by an order to be 
issued tomorrow by the railroad 
administration, Senator McKellar, 
of Tennessee, announced tonight 
after a conference with Director 
Chambers, of the railroad admin- 
istration’s division of traffic. 

Removal of the restrictions, 
Senator McKellar said, will permit 
direct shipment from interior points 
in the south of cotton to all allied 
and neutral countries except the 
neutrals contiguous to Germany and 
Austria. Heretofore bills of lading 
for shipments were limited ta the 
seaboard.

Use of U.S. Army Units 
Urged in Rebuilding 
War-Ravaged Regions 


New York, December 2.—Use of 
technical units in the American 
overseas army in the rehabilitation 
of war devastated regions and 
backward countries of eastern 
Europe and western Asia was urged 
here tonight by Henry Morgenthau, 
former ambassador to Turkey, in an 
address before the Economic club. 

With many thousands of Ameri- 
cans especially qualified for re- 
construction work “fortunately on 
European soil,” Mr. Morgenthau de- 
clared this country has an unparal- 
leled opportunity for world leader- 
ship if the public mind is sufficient- 
ly embued with the spirit of un- 
selfishness and sacrifice to support 
such a policy. 

Major Henry C. Emery, of New 
York, who recently returned from 
captivity in Germany, following 
Mr. Morgenthau, warned lest the 
nation “in the moment when it cele- 
brates the victory of the sword, al- 
low the victory of the soul to slip 
away.” 

Declaring that even Germany 
habitually accepted American state- 
ments of war aims as trustworthy, 
Major Emery asserted he “wanted 
the verdict ,of history to declare us 
honest.” A tendency is arising, he 
said, to regard the statement of 
American aims as “camouflage to 
trick the Boche” and to discard 
them now that the war is won. 

“The war has chained some evil 
forces for all time; it has unloosed 
other evil forces with which we are 
less prepared to deal,” the speaker 
continued. “Militarism had one 
head, and when we cut that off 
that job was done. Bolshevism is 
hydra-headed and it is a grave 
question whether the arms with 
Which we destroyed militarism are 
adequate to suppress Bolshevism. 
One false move now and a new 
enemy may become entrenched and

From the very beginning of the 
struggle, four and a half years ago, 
until the day the Americans hoisted 
the flags of the allies above Sedan, 
we have read of the German on- 
slaughts on Verdun, and the terrific 
and desperate Hun attempts, almost 
without cessation, to capture this 
strategic city in the northeastern 
end of the French Lorraine. 

The battles of Verdun, in these 
years of darkness and on many oc- 
casions of despair for the French, 
have been multiplied; and as often 
the brave boys of blue, in defense 
of their city of cherished memories 
and hopes, have laid down their 
lives by the hundreds and by the 
thousands in holding inviolate a 
gateway they swore the enemy 
should never enter— 

For at Verdun, and on the gentle, 
rolling hills to the north and east, 
the bloodiest battles of the great 
war were fought; and at Verdun, 
to the very minute of the signing 
of the armistice, could be heard the 
roar and thunder of the final gun- 
shots by the invincible boys in drab 
that sent the echo of German de- 
feat around the globe. 

Verdun—in its very name ‘sings 
the martial glory of France! 

Through red days and nights, in 
the long succession of seasons with 
their changing conditions of war; 
through the bleak, windy months of 
winter, when the summits were 
capped with snow, and the hard- 
ships of defense were almost be- 
yond the endurance of the sons of 
men; and again in the long summer 
days when the fields of carnage 
steamed with the burning rays—in 
sunshine and in shadows, in rainy 
weather and in fair, the tragedies 
of battle multiplied here as at no 
other pivot in all of the zone of the 
years of fighting; and yet through 
it all, with inferior numbers, and at 
times with weakened and almost 
prostrate batteries, the French held 
Verdun to the last. 

Immortal Verdun, with all around 
a sepulcher!

Verdun Intimately 
Associated With History. 


There are few places in ancient 
France around which more intimate 
history revolves than Verdun. Most 
of its time-worn architecture—what 
is left of it—is associated with 
events that we well remember from 
our common school or college days, 
when we studied the history of con- 
tinental Europe, 

We remember that it was at Ver- 
dun that the sons of Louis the Deb- 
onair met to divide the empire of 
Charlemagne. This was after the 
battle of Fontanet. The sons, if I 
recall] correctly, were Louis of Ba- 
varia, Charles the Bold, and Lothair. 
By the result of this division France 
was separated from Germania, but 
her natural boundaries, the Alps on 
one side and the Rhine on the oth- 
er, were lost. In 1792 the Prussians 
seized it in force and it was obliged 
to capitulate in a few hours. In 
1870 a heroic defense lasting nearly 
three months ended in capitulation. 

Going back to far more ancient 
days a bishopric was founded in 
Verdun in the third century with 
Saint Saintan as the first bishop. 
Indeed, the history of the memora- 
ble place is almost complete from 
the beginning of our present era of 
time: from the day, in fact, that

I motored to Verdun from Bar-le- 
duc.

From Verdun to the battlefields, 
out through the celebrated plain of 
La Woevre, we passed such familiar 
fields—famillar to newspaper reed- 
ers as their names are called—as 
Fleury, Tavannes, the fateful sum- 
mits of Le Mort Homme. And then 
to Hill 304! How well we recalled 
the German coup here when they 
undermined this hill and left it as 
a death trap for the unsuspecting 
French, and how the French were 
too watchful and too elusive to be 
caught and turned the trick into a 
boomerang for the scheming Huns! 


All of this history of the crimson | 


days of 1916 we recalled as we 
passed over kilos of wasted fields, 
upon which there was not a sprig 
of green, and through which the

Some of them contain 
the name and organization of the 
soldier who rests beneath, but 
many of them contain only the 
number that is used in the chart- 
ing. All over these hills of red 
great groups of men from both the 
German and French armies would 
be blown into atoms at a single 
mine explosion, and fresh groups 
sent in to take their places in the 
very jaws of death, QO! the horror 
of it all! 


Of all the scenes of tattle that I 


visited in France none impressed 
me as those to the north of Verdun, 
where human blood ran in rivers, 
and where the very soul of the 
great war seemed to rest.

where they co-operate with the 
forces of occupation, they will be 
permitted to remain at their posts 
and will not be disturbed except 
in so far as it is necessary for the 
carrying out of military measures. 


Not Enough Bridges. 


The advance of the American army 
of occupation into Germany was held 
up by the limited number of bridges 
across the Sauer and Moselle rivers. 
The principal bridges used were 
those at Echternach, Rosport and 
Wasserbillig on the Sauer and Grev- 
enmacher, Wormeldange and Remich 
on the Moselle. Several small bridges 
and fords between these villages 
were utilized by various units. 

The American divisions marched 
with full war equipment of stee) | 
helmets, gas mask, rifle and belts 
filled with cartridges. The heavy 
artillery also rumbled along the Ger- 
man roads, while the ammunition 
wagons kept step with the troops. 

The main roads encountered dur- 
ing the first day’s march into Gér- 
many were in good condition. At 
several places the Americans passed 
small bridges and culverts which 
apparently had been repaired ré-. 
cently. At some places between vil- 
lages on the principal highways 
the Americans traveled on ordinary 
dirt roads. The roads which ran 
through the hilly country east of 
the Sauer were in fair condition. 

In the village of Cordell, north of 
Treves, three war-weary German 
soldiers arrived home by train from 
the north just as the American ad- 
vance guard reached the village. A 
hand full of villagers was at the 
station to meet the returning Ger- 
mans. The wives of the returning 
soldiers were in the crowd. The ap- 
pearance of the marching Ameri- 
cans appeared to awe two of the 
Germans and their families. This 
was not the case, however, with the 
third soldier, whose wife took him 
by the hand and led him through 
the village street past the columns 
of Americans. 


Germans Sold to Americans. 


There were no flags or other 
decorations in any of the towns 
through which the Americans 
marched and no music except that 
furnished by the Americans, Wher- 
ever the Americans asked questions 
regarding roads, they received cour- 
teous replies. In the restaurants 
and stores the Germans sold to the 
American soldiers any goods on 
hand at war time prices. 

Perhaps the first American tunes 
heard in Germany were played by 
the bands of the army of occupa- 
tion in the village of Irrel, just 
across the Sauer river, north. of 
Echternach The village was en- 
tered by the 125th infantry while 
the villagers were on their way to 
church, With the American flag 
and the regimental insignia at the 
head of the column the 125th regi- 
mental band marched in Irrel, play- 
ing sprightly marching airs. The 
villagers forgot church for the time 
being and stood bewilderedly watch-' 
ing the khaki-clad procession in 
column of fours. 

The natives, neatly clad in their 
Sunday clothes, generally just stood 
or walked as the Americans passed. 
No emotion was shown anywhere 
excepting among the children who 
at some places appeared to regard 
the khaki as strange at first after 
the weeks of marching troops in 
German gray. 


Good Business for Treves. 


Treves, Germany, December 2.— 
Treves went to sleep last night with 
American forces in possession of 
the city. To all outward appear- 
ances the inhabitants were pleased, 
in a way, at the coming of the 
Americans. All the cafes and res- 
taurants and those. stores which 
were opened did an excellent busi- 
ness Sunday. 

At first, early in the day, the 
populace regarded the Americans 
with great curiosity, but as the day 
passed the curiosity wore off. 

In the best restaurants there was 
no noticeable shortage of food, ex- 
cept for the lack of bread, butter 
and sweets. 

The store Windows in Treves are 
full of merchandise, but prospective 
purchasers were informed by the 
merchants that most of the articles 
were for display only. They added 
that their shelves were empty of 
many articles, as they had been for 
several years,

DU DANGEROUS WORK 


A letter that is easily one of the 
most thrilling that has ever been

Private H. F. Smith, of Company C, 
of the Eighth Field Signal battalion, 
AY 3. FF. 
Young Smith is now 18 years old, 
having been in the service two 
years. He went to the Mexican 


border with the old Fifth Georgia 
regiment at 16 years of age, later 
did bridge duty ig Georgia with the 
122 infantry, and went overseas 
ahead of that unit as a special vol- 
unteer. He was later assigned to 
the Signal corps, and the letter 
written his father was released by 
the censor just before tthe signing 
of the armistice. It says in part: 

“I believe that I have seen as much of 
the battle as any soldier in the length of 
time I stayed in the firing line. We hiked 
up near the front, posted the 105 and some 
of the 75 cannon and lay under some cain- 
ouflage for the rest of the .night. 

“One night we were called out. Each one 
was given a roll of telephone wire and 
we hiked up behind the first line. We then 
lay around until 5 o’clock, when every- 
thing opened up. The earth shook as if 
it were an earthquake and it sounded as 
if all hell had broken loose. We then 
started to advance, picking out gaps in 
the German barrage to go through. After 
getting through the worst part of this we 
got in the machine gunfire. We would 
run troin one place of concealment to an- 
other. Finally we reached our objective. 

‘“‘About that time a shell burst almost 
over me, covered me with dirt and one 
piece of the shell cut through my roll of 
wire, my coat and breeches and bruised 
and broke the skin on my left hip. I 
thought sure that I had a bad wound, but 
I looked and saw no blood, so I moved on 
to where we put Dattalion headquarters. 
We dug in in pairs, about four feet deep 
and no wider or longer than it took us to 
lie down in. We did this to protect us 
from flying bits of shell. I do not believe 
that a man could have stood up two min- 
utes without getting hit. 

“Our battalion headquarters was in one 
woods and our regimental headquarters was 
in another. Between the two woods was a 
clear hill a good mile long. It was in view 
of the German lines, and our telephone 
line went over this hill. Every time we 
heard a heavy shell on the hill we knew 
that two of us had to go out, for the 
Germans never missed our line. It came my 
turn about once every four hours. 

“Once, when our line went ‘out’ my pal 
and I started out and a barrage hit the 
woods where we were and knocked down 
two or three trees. We both dove for our 
holes. I had picked up the ‘test phone’ 
and he got some extra wire and just had 
started again when a shell burst almost 
over us and hit him in the ankle, a big 
piece of shell going through it. I went back 
and got another man and we got out all 
right. 

“Our line was the only way to gnide 
oneself over the hill, so everyone coming 
over the hill followed it. In two days the 
line was lined up with dead and wounded. 
In the woods I raised a half a man off 
the line and out of the path. As I was 
going out over the hill, four stretcher- 
bearers were carrying a wounded man back. 
They were about ten feet behind us when 
a shell hit them, killing two and wound- 
ing them all. One of them came running 
at me for first aid. His right hand was 
off and he had a hole in his neck and 
head. IL saw a first aid maa coming, so I 
let him take care of him. J wanted to 
stay and help fix up the wounded, but if 1 
had stopped I never would have gotten the 
line working, so I had to move on,

Washington, December 2.—War 
expenses persisting in peace times, 
but falling off rapidly, will ‘make 
the government's outlay in the fis- 
cal year 1920 beginning next July 
1, $7,443,415,838, of which $5,212,- 
000000 will go to the war and navy 
departments, $893,000,000 to pay in- 
terest on war debts, and $579,000,000 
for continuing the pbuilding of a 
merchant marine, according to de- 
partmental estimates presented to- 
day to congress.

CAME.) CROWN :ALL-RUSSIAN REGIME 


RULING IN BERLIN 


Amsterdam, December 2 2.—The old 
governmental machine in Berlin is 
still operating, according to Kurt 
Eisner, as quoted in The Telegraaf, 
of this city. Bisner, in speaking at 
today’s meeting of the soldiers and 

workmen’s council for Bavaria at 
Munich, The Telegraaf states, an- 
nounced: 

“Last week I went to Berlin, 
where the entire machinery of the 
old government is still working.’ 

Referring to the revelations made 
public at Munich in the form. of 
documentary evidence of Germany's 
responsibility for the war, Eisner 
is quoted as saving: 

“From ‘he secret documents of 
the Bavarian legation, I published 
those which will prove to the sil- 
liest to Whom we owe the war.” 

“At Berlin,” continued the pre- 
mier “3 dema ieinae that men like 
Dr. Alfred Zimmerman and Herr 
von Jagow, who were unmasked by 
this publication, be immediately ar- 
rested. I am quite sure they have 
been granted only a short respite 

“I told the gentlemen of the old 
system that they were incapable of 
conducting the peace negotiations. 

“It is true that we mave a revolu- 
tionary government in Berlin, but it 
has nothing to say. 

“If Berlin is incapable of acting, 
we RBavarians must first help our- 
selves and _act in the interests of 
the whole. 

The premier ndded that Bavaria 
will ask at the peace conference 
the doing away with the armies of 
Germany and of the whole world, 
and put the duty of the maintenance 
of law and order upon a military 
police force. 


PLOT FOR RETURN 
OF FORMER KAISER 
TO GERMAN THRONE 


London, December 2.—A plot to 
restore imperialism and secure the 
return. of Emperor William has 
been discovered in Berlin, .accord- 
ing to a dispatch from Amsterdam 
to The Express. 

According to the dispatch, which 
was filed at Amsterdam on Friday. 
the chief men behind the plot were 
Field Marshal von Mackensen, Gen- 
eral von Born and General Count 
Sixt von Arnim. It is said they in- 
struct ed the Prussian officers’ corps 
to carry on a pro-emperor agita- 
tion, beginning immediately after 
the demobilization of the troops 
was completed. Large sums of 
money are said to have been placed 
at the disposal of the leaders by 
munition makers. 

The plot collansed owing to the 
fact that a secret service agent 
overheard a telephone conversation. 
Many arrests have been made in 
Berlin and other cities, while the 
rovernment has long lists of sus- 
pects, who had planned to_ seize 
members of the present govern- 
ment. 

William and the Plot. 

No @irect evinence of William 
Hohenzollern’s connection with the 
plot has been found. it is said, but 
it is believed the outline of the plan 
was brought to Berlin by two of 
his suite, who recently went to the 
German capital for the -ostensible 
purpose of taking the wife of the 
former emperor to Amerongen, Hol- 
land. 

Lieutenant Dr. Gustav Krupp von 
Bohlen is said to have been in con- 
trol of the financial arrangements. 
Field Marshal von Mackensen is re- 
ported to have attempted to induce 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg to 
join, but the latter refused, saying 
he intended tc retire after the de- 
mobilization of the army. 

The whole Prussian court, it is 
stated, was in sympathy with the 
plotters and it is said that Prince 
von Buelow and Dr. Georg Michael- 
is, former imperial chancellor, had 
promised to help.

HOME SUPPLIES SAVED 
CAPTURED AMERICANS 


London, December 2.—The Ameri- 


cans are the best fed and best cloth- 
ed of all the prisoners’ returning 
from Germany, according to Major 
Carl Dennett, deputy commissioner 
of the American Red Cross in Switz- 
erland, who has been in charge of 
the work of prisoners’ relief for the 
United States for the past few 
months. Major Dennett sailed to- 
day for New York to make a report 
on the work. Just prior to his de- 
parture he made this statement: 
“A great deal has recently been 
said in the papers about the condi- 
tion of the returning prisoners. I 
have seen thousands of them ana 
there is no question that a majority 
of the English, French and Ameri- 
can prisoners are very well fed and 


clothed and present a normal appear- 


ance. This is not due to any care or 
attention on the part of German au- 
thorities but is due to the relief sup- 
plies sent from their respective 
countries. 

“The prisoners in Germany and 
Austria who have not been supplied 
with food and clothing by their gov- 
ernments are in a deplorable condi- 
tion and many thousands of them 
have died of starvation. This is es- 
pecially true of Italian prisoners. 

“On the day of the signing of the 
armistice there were 3,445 Ameri- 
can prisoners in 74 German prison 
camps. The first American prisoners 
to come out arrived through Metz 
and the first Americans to greet 
them were American Red Cross rep- 
resentatives sent there from Berne 
for that purpose. The American Red 
Cross already has a representative 
in Berlin superintending the work 
of caring for returning prisoners and 
other Red Cross representatives have 
gone to various points in south Ger- 
many, including Rgstatt, Darmstadt, 
Gressen, Villingen and Landshut, to 
hasten their transfer. 

“About two thousand Americans 
are expected to return by way of 
England. These include more than 
one hundred ,civilians who should 
arrive in England in a few days. The 
remainder will return by way of 
France and Switzerland. 

‘That the American prisoners have 
been well provided for has been sub- 
stantiated by the splendid condition 
of the men who already have ar- 
rived. Eighty-two soldiers, who ar- 
rived from Karlsruhe expressed 
themselves as highly appreciative 
of the work done by the Red Cross 
and the prisoners in this camp were 
s0 well provided that they were 
able to distribute 3,300 pounds of 
supplies to Italian prisoners when 
they left.”
